Producers Declare They M ust Have 


More Money for M ilk and Companies 


Declins to Pay Advance Prices. 


New York, Oct. 2.—Notice of a sus­ 
pension of milk shipments to New 
York from practically all sections of 
this state and New Jersey, on which 
the city depends for Its supply, has 
been given by the farmers composing 
the Dairymen’s League, the organiza 
lion which has been formed to fight 
the so-called trust of distributing com­ 
panies. 
Shipments were actually cut off Sa’ 
ltrdsy from most of the dairy districts. 
The price of the fluid already has been 
raised by several companies, ami there 
will he further advances. 
The public, caught between the con­ 
tending Interests, will begin tomorrow 
morning to feel the pinch. 
The last 
carloads of milk under the obi con 
tracts have been shipped to the city, 
and beginning today the companies 
will have to fail back on a storage sup­ 
ply. sufficient to last about five days. 
The reserve supply is to be used for 
the most part in supplying children 
and invalids in hospitals and asylum*, 
and the general public will have to g**t 
along as well as It can without milk. 
Meanwhile, with eaeh side placing 
the blame 
on 
the 
other, 
2,000,000 
quarts of milk a day will either be fed 
to hogs or churned into butter. 
By indirection, both sides admit that 
the Interest of children and aged per­ 
sona, entirely dependent on milk for 
their sustenance!! Is subordinate to the 
question of a penny or more a quart 
Increase in the wholesale price. 
The dairymen now sering their pro­ 
duct through the state department of 
foods and markets insist that they 
cannot continue business unless they 
get more money for their supply. The 
distributing c^m erns, which recently 
raised the prices of certain grades rf 
milk, contend that they will get their 
supplies elsewhere, or will get no sup 
piles at all. rather than pay the ad 
vanred rates. 
The distributing companies are seek­ 
ing sHppllfs from Pennsylvania, (’anu­ 
ria and rm fat distant points, and th* 
dairymen of this state are endeavoring 
to shut off these places as sources of 
•upping

More Money for Milk and Companies 


Declina to Pay Advance Prices. 


. 
New York, Oct. 2.— Notice of a sus­ 
pension of milk shipments to New 
York from practically all sections of 
this state and New Jersey, on which 
the city depends for Its supply, has 
been given by the farmers composing 
the Dairymen’s league, the organiza­ 
tion which has been formed to fight 
the socalled trust of distributing com­ 
panies. 
Shipments were actually cut off S a ’- 
trrda.v from most of the dairy districts. 
The price of the fluid already has boon t 
raised by several companies, and there 
will he further advances. 
The public, caught between the con­ 
tending interests, will begin tomorrow 
morning to feel the pinch. 
Th? last 
carloads of milk under the old con­ 
tracts hsve been shipped to the cltv, 
and beginning today the companies 
will have to fall hack on a storage sup­ 
ply. sufficient to last about five days. 
The reserve supply is to be used for 
the most part In supplying children 
and invalids In hospitals and asylums, 
and the genera! public will have to get 
along as well as it can without milk. 
Meanwhile, with ea^h side placfag 
the blame 
on 
the 
other, 
2,0<K»,0U0 
quarts of milk a day will either be fed 
to hogs or churned into butter. 
By indirection, both sides admit that 
the Interest of children and aged per 
sons, entirely dependent on milk for 
their sustenance!! la subordinate to the 
question of a penny or more a quart 
Increase In the wholesale price. 
The dairymen now serin g their pro­ 
duct through the atate department of 
foods and markets Insist that they 
cannot continue business unless they 
get more money for their supply. The 
distributing concerns, which recently 
raised the prices of certain grade-; (f 
milk. contend that they will get their 
supplies elsewhere, or will get no sup­ 
plies at all, rather than pay the ad­ 
vanced rates.
